and that tumult and diforder are. the deteſtable engines to 
which their baſe and bittcr enemies alone can wiſh them 
to reſort.

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At nine in the morning, yeſterday, the fields about 
White Conduit Heb = ditelent paths leading 
from Gray's-inn-lane, and other outlets from various 
parts of the town, began to be crowded with Citizens, 
both male and female, all eagerly and anxiouſly bending 
their ſteps towards Copenhagen Aram the place menti- 
oned in the advertiſement at which the mecting was to be 
held from that time till the hour of taking the Chair, 
which. was twelve o'clock; ſo grand and extraordinary a 
* cenp dil was perhaps never ſeen, as was the continua 
progreſs of the people pouring in from every quarter like 
a torrent te various ſtreams of which all directed their 
courſe to the ſame cergal point. At the appointed hour 
for commencing tne buſineſs of the day, there could not 
he leſs than one hundred thouſand perſons preſent. 

Mr. JoxEs then came forward, and from the reſtrum 
which had been erected for the purpoſe, addreſſed the 
Meeting, by informing them, that the Committee to whom 
the Society at large had delegated the truſt, had recom- 
mended Citizen 3 Bixxs, a well known and long 
tried patriot, and worthy man, to be the Chairman during 
the meeting, of the day, which beipg unanimouſly ap-

le faid, that the Society had once more thought it their 
duty to call another public meeting, to ſubmit to the So- 
ciety and to the Friends of Parliamentary Reform, the ne- 
ceſſity of perſevering in ſupport of their rights; and 
though ſo little had refulted from the meeting which they 
had laſt held on the ſame occaſion, owing, to * eee 
contempt which had been ſhown to the Addreſs delivered 
to his Majeſty's Miniſters, yet he hoped that the 
aggravation of inſult and injury would not ſo far provoke 
em, but that they would now coolly and deliberately de- 
termine upon a further mode of proceeding, which ſhould 
enforce what had been done before ; and convince thoſe 
Miniſters, that when the voice of an united people went 
forth, it was their duty to attend to it, and if they did not, 
they would be guilty of high treaſon againit the people, 
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whoſe rights ought certainly to be paramount to all others 
in the great political balance of the nation. He would 
therefore beg leave to inform them, that the particular 
points intended to be brought before the preſent meeting 
for its approbation were three: — an Addreſs to the na- 
tion on its preſent very critical and calamitous ſtate a 
Remonſtrance to his Majeſty on the neglect and con- 
tempt which had been ſhewn to the late Addreſs preſented . 
to Miniſters—and certain Reſolutions which were thought 
aplicable to the preſent alarming eriſis, and abſolutely ne- 
ceſſary to be entered into. IT heſe he would beg leave to 
read to the Meeting in regular ſucceſſion as he had men- 
tioned them, and it would then remain for thoſe preſent, 
either to propoſe amendments, totally reject, or to ſtamp

Mr. HopsoN made an apology for a moment's interrup- 
tion of the proceedings of the day, but he thought it his

Wich anxious minds and agitated hearts, we are
